COMMENT WITH RESPECT TO CHAPTER OFFCIAL NUMBERS. 


Occasionally a Chapter becomes inactive, and over 
a number of years is forgotten. Later, with added 
interest in QCWA, a move is made to revive action 
and a new Chapter is formed, in the same general 
area. Ordinarily a new Chapter is chartered and 
formed. After some time has passed, it becomes 
noted that the old Chapter, perhaps chartered 15 
years previously has a low Chapter number, and we 
are requested to change the Official numbers to 
reflect that the later Chapter might show the old- 
er Chapter number. 


In the past, our policy has been to resist this 
action,..a policy based strictly on the feeling 

that a Chapter should be maintained on the record 
even if inactive...a Charter was issued, and gen- 
erally the Charter is never turned in or revolked. 


The continuing record affords a history of Chapter, 


growth. 


A case in point is that of the West Gulf Chapter.. 
Originally Chartered March 22, 1962, to encompass 
the entire states of Oklahoma-& Texas. We have 
maintained the record, although the Chapter is now 
gone, and in its place are some 15 or 20 chapters 
chartered for the same area. Never the less...the 
West Gulf Chapter did exist, and formed a signifi- 
cant part of QCWA early development. 


I would request that members and Chapters consider 
the matter, and to provide Headquarters with com- 
ment regarding deletion of the old records, and 
the reassignment of old Chapter numbers to newer 
organizations. The matter will be brought to the 
attention of the Board, in due time, and action 
taken consistant with your wishes and the Boards

Fred Linn 
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‘DLL’s CORNER ‘W6DLL’” 


LINDBERG/ A BIOGRAPHY, Leonard Mosley, Doubleday, Garden 
City, NY. 446 pages, photographic illustrations, index. 


It is always easier to choose the proper play after the 
game is over. From our later position in history, we might 
argue that Lindbergh was wrong to have urged a different 
course in pre-World War II foreign policy. And still the 
game may not be over yet. The historic enemies China and 
Russia that Lindbergh hated so vehemently remain---at least 
to a substantial part of our people---just so. The strong, 
armed German state that Lindbergh (with Herbert Hoover and 
others) wanted as a buffer between communism and Western 
Europe appears as desirable now as ever. But it is ques- 
tionable that we would tolerage the price of Nazi-ism to 
gain that buffer. Lindbergh was quite willing to have it 
so. 


The character of this man, Charles A. Lindbergh, remains 
almost as great a conundrum as the international politics 
in which he strove to have a part. It does seem strange 
indeed that this young man with no special training or ex- 
perience and only a very limited and poorly balanced know- 
ledge of the international situation did indeed walk with 
the very men who were manipulating the fates of nations and 
races; and yet it was so. It is pointless to try to decide 
whether Lindbergh was a pawn or a player in the game. ap- 
parently he was both. 


What might be of substantial interest would be to know how 
great his influence actually was, When Neville Chamberlin 
made the final trip to Munich to trade Czechoslovakia for 
"peace jn our time", how much credence was he placing in 
Lindberg's inflated evaluation of the German air armada? 


Whatever else might be lacking, the one thing we can be 
sure of is that it was not Lindbergh's self confidence. 


Kings, Prime Ministers, Presidents, were in his view e- 
qually prone to human error, Lindbergh believed himself 
adequately qualified to take them to task therefor, It 


seems hardly conceivable that a man thirty-eight years of 
age, whose total knowledge of foreign policy was based on 
a few highly confined and heavily censored visits to Ger- 
many would throw down the gauntlet to one of the strongest 
presidents of the century (FDR), yet this is so also. 


Some may wonder why so much about international politics 
(about which they may justly question the depth of my know- 
Jedge) and so little about aviation. The response is that 
that is the way things are. That Lindbergh was a skilled 
aviator is beyond question. No one could reasonably say 
that he ever failed in courage. His patriotism is not in 
doubt. The point is that these things proceded in an or- 
derly, almost predictable fashion whereas the moves and 
countermoves in the grand conflict, in which he was, as we 
have noted, perhaps a pawn who thought himself aplayer, did 
quite the reverse. And it is just that, of course, which 
gives the depth and really the importance toLindbergh's life. 
This is to say, that if he had not flown to Paris in May, 
1927, other men would have done so in a few days (as they 
did). The important thing is that the flight elevated Lind- 
bergh sufficiently above the position that we would have ex- 
pected his birth, education, background and skills to pro- 
vide, that by his will or unwitting (even foolishly as a 
tool of others), he played out a substantial role at a most 
critical moment in history. 


It must be a rare biographer, indeed, who can chronicle a 
person's life without evaluating actions and remarks against 
what to him (the biographer) are established fact, and which 
to others seem not to have been established at all. Mr. 
Mosley is no exception. Some matters which some among us 
regard as being settled by concensus on andnever establish- 
ed as matters of fact are used in comparative evaluation of 
the actions and words of Lindbergh and others. I have re- 
read this piece several times trying to make certain I have 
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not committed the same breach and cannot be sure even now. 


_It has been well established, of course, that the defini- 
tions or such words as old and young vary somewhat with the 
number of candles on your own birthday cake. Mosley has 
fallen for that one too. He tends to be somewhat disap- 
pointed that oldER men do not match exactly his prototype: 
being altogether too fit physically and agile mentally. 
Perhaps when he is a little more mature himself...or is it 
that I'm jealous of the fact (I surmise) that Mosely is 
younger than I am? 


In any case, if you have an interest in this page of his- 
tory--and I strongly urge you to generate one if you do not 
--this is a must book, Please remember that is not the only 
biography of Lindbergh and should be read in a comparative 
sense.

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AMENDMENTS TO QCWA BY-LAWS 


Adopted September 7, 1979 
Effective 1 January, 1980 


There shall be the following classes of 
membership: 
(a) Regular Menbership. 
The classes of membership are defined as 
follows: 
(a) Regular Members shall be those persone 
qualifying for membership and currently 
holding a valid Amateur Radio operator 
license. 
Life Members shall be those Regular 
Members whose dues have been paid or 
granted for life.

Each applicant for Regular Membership living 
on the North American Continent or in an 
area listed in the latest National Zipcode 
Directory shall remit an entry fee of three 
dollars ($3.00) plus three years dues of 
nineteen dollare ($19.00) for a total of 
twenty-two doliars ($22.00).

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Richard N. Jasper, W4VAF, wrote from New Port Richey, 
FL., to provide us with input regarding the requirement that 
members pay three years dues at one time, rather than doing 
the renewal on a yearly basis. We have a number of comments 
to make, following presentation of Richard's remarks... 


(1) Since the membership is listed in a computer memory, any 
competent programmer can flag the dates on an annual basis § 
Set up a print-out for expirations of those who wish to pay 
on an annual basis. The dates of the three year payees can 
be printed on their own basis and of course, the machine can 
pass over life members. 


(2) You have already opened to such operation by setting up 
the license renewal cards to notify members of same. 


(3) Many of the members, because of minimum twenty-five 
years, are senior citizens. Some, to whom I have spoken, 
feel that in their state of health, they may not last three 
more years, They have stated to me that they wish that pay- 
ment of dues on a one year basis would be more desirable to 
them." 


In answer to the arguments presented by Richard, let me say 
that the Board considered all of these, and others, at it's 
recent meeting in Chicago. There is validity to each argu- 
ment, but experience has shown that it is preferable to go 
along as we have, requiring a minimum payment of 3 years of 
dues. The reasons are, that with dues at their present lev- 
el of $14 for 3 years, the annual dues are $4.33. This is 
just about equal to two hamburgers and french-fries. QCWA 
dues are just not prohibitive in cost. The second matter is 
that, while programming a computer is simple, and getting a 
listing of names is equally simple, there is the matter of 
writing a letter to each member, instead of once each three 
years, it would be three times, at least, each 1 years...Not 
much to that, except writing a mailing anotice now costs us 
a minimum of $0.23 each, which does not include computer 
services. This alone, amounts to 5% of a members annual 
dues...and quite often two or more letters are required. It 
is not really pertinent, but QCWA Headquarters is operated 
by two people, and the work load would increase noticeably 
by the necessary increase in correspondence. For these 
reasons, it was decided to maintain the present payment 
schedule, 


The Board of Directors have authorized the General Manager 
to accept payment of dues on a one-year basis for those mem- 
bers who, for any reason at all, are placed in a hardship 

position by the requirement for 3 years dues at one time.... 


in such event, annual dues are $5 (until December 31, 
for those who request the special membership period.
